J.N. Roberts has a good combina- 
tion of what it takes to be a winner: 
Skill, competitive spirit, and a new 
360 Husqvarna. This combination 
has put Roberts at the top in desert 
competition, with seven Hare and 
Hound wins and six European Scram- 
bles wins to his credit since he 
started riding this new bike in Febru- 
ary of this year. He has won all but 
three of the events he has entered, 
which is a record not many riders 
can claim. 


Painstaking Effort 

The success on his Husky has 
been fantastic, but young (age 25) 
Roberts puts a lot of effort into pre- 
paring himself and his bike. He has 
a willingness to put time in for prac- 
tice (three times a week), and plans 
ahead by checking the starting area, 
making sure of the right gearing for 
a particular course, keeping himself 
in proper condition, and many other 
small items that the average rider 
leaves to chance. His bike, too, re- 
ceives the care due a winner, and is 
expertly tuned by Tracy’s of Burbank. 

A rider such as Roberts must ac- 
quire a working knowledge of speed 
in the desert to be in the correct 
gear and the right rpm at all times. 
He must read the trail a hundred feet 
ahead to be ready when approaching 
a dip or turn, because when you're 
going fast, it's too late to worry 


about the rock five feet in front of 
you. 


Fast Expert 

Roberts was born in Indiana, is 
married, has one child, and works as 
a carpenter for Universal Studios. 
He started riding in the desert in 
April of 1965 on a 250 Honda, then 
changed to a 350 Honda in January 
of 1966. He was made Amateur in 
April 1966 and Expert in October of 
the same year, the 350 class almost 
each time he finished. 

Plans are now being made for 
Roberts to enter into a contract with 
the Husqvarna factory in 1968. He 
will be the first factory sponsored 
American to compete in the World 
Championship 500cc class in Europe. 
If all goes well, he will leave in 
February of 1968 to practice for the 
first round which wili begin in March 
of the same year. 

The tentative plan is to add a 
few more young riders to this Ameri- 
can team. They will be taken under 
the wing of world champion, Torsten 
Hallman, who will school them in 
the Motocross riding. 

J.N. Roberts, our local champ, is 
most qualified to represent our 
Southern California riders and hope- 
fully all details will be worked out 
so that we will have a top notch 
team in Europe.

SPORTS FESTIVAL

The AMA sanctioned races, as in 
the past, will be presented by the 
Ventura County Twin Wheelers at 
the northwest comer of Victoria Ave.

QUESTIONS 
AND 
ANSWERS 


QUESTION: What modifications can 
I make to my Suzuki X-6 
for better acceleration and top speed? 


ANSWER: That machine of yours is 
no slouch just as it comes 
from the dealer, but only these slight 
changes will improve over present 
performance figures without placing 
undue stress on engine components. 
Clean and polish ports. Do not 
alter size or shape! Design is excel- 
lent but the joints between carburetor 
and flange are usually not perfectly 
matched. 

The only alteration in port timing 
that can be used for a street machine 
is on the exhaust side. Reise the 
exhaust port 4mm or .160 inches. 
Another way to measure is from the 
top of the cylinder to the top of exe 
haust ports. This distance should be 
29mm. Enlargement of the port is 
great, but do not change the shape! 

One thing you should be aware 
of is that these alterations void 
any guarantee you previously had on 
the bike. 

If you desire to change to an all- 
out competition rider, take a look at 
Bulletin Number 23, available at 
your local Suzuki dealer. 


QUESTION: 1 would like to know 

what the minimum dis- 
tance between the top of the com- 
pression ring and the fire line of a 
Harley Davidson XLCH can be with- 
out damage to the ring or ring lands 
on the piston. K.R.—San Bernardino. 


ANSWER: Actually there is no mini- 

mum distance, as long as 
the compression ring remains in the 
cylinder. The proper fit of rings in 
the lands is imperative.If it’s just 
slightly loose, breakage will be im- 
mediate. Rings too brittle will not 
be able to withstand the explosive 
force. With the proper fit and ring 
strength, you should not suffer 
breakage. 


QUESTION: If you make engine mod- 

ifications such as bor- 
ing or stroking, how do you decide 
on the correct cams to use? | get 
different answers everywhere I go. 
M.V. — Compton. 


ANSWER: There is only one way to 

achieve a proper grind. 
Select the cam manufacturer or grind- 
er that impresses you most with per- 
formance wins in cycle competition. 
Give him your engine specifications 
and the type of grind(i.e. drag, T.T., 
street) you need. Leave the selec 
tion of cam profile up to him. He 
knows and stands behind his judge- 
ment. Many of the best grinders will 
either supply you from cams in stock 
or develop a cam to special order. I 
have seen cams altered three and 
four times for a customer until sat- 
isfactory performance was achieved. 


QUESTION: What is the limiting fac- 
tor in two-stroke dis- 
placement? B.L. — Oakland. 


ANSWER: Extreme pressures and 

heat in critical areas. But 
this problem is easily overcome with 
adequate lubrication in the right 
places. Yesterday's system of an oil 
and gas mixture for two-strokes was 
inadequate for supplying enough oil 
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DANGER BILL 
KILLED IN SENATE 


Motorcycle enthusiasts scored a 
significant victory this week when 
the California State Senate Finance 
Committee voted to kill the contro 
versial “Motorcycle Danger Bill” 
(A.B. 978). Now the bill cannot be 
revived until the legislature convenes 
next year and then it will have to be 
rewritten and start all over again. 

Our national trade association and 
all the other publications had given 
up the cause for lost after A.B. 978 
passed the Assembly unanimously. 
When the Senate hearings were held, 
only Cycle News and the Hells 
Angels were on hand to testify 
against the bill. The newspaper rep- 
resented a large number of readers 
who had expressed opposition to 
compulsory helmets, class 4 licenses 
and the prejudicial wording of the 
bill. The H.A’s represented only 
themselves. We succeeded in secur- 
ing one vote against the bill at the 
Senate Transportation Committee 
hearing and that expanded to a unan- 
imous vote of *nay* when the Senate 
Finance Committee heard the bill 
Monday. Some of the Senators on the 
Transportation Committee are also 


members of the Finance Committee 
and apparently changed their votes 
after deeper reflection. Letters and 
telegrams from readers protesting the 
ill-conceived bill undoubtedly helped 
to influence the Senators in our favor, 
First Win For Cycle Friends 

The defeat of the danger bill in 
California marked the first time in 
the U,S, that motorcycle enthusiasts 
won a battle for fair legislation. Our 
opponents used every political trick 
to steamroll A.B. 978 through the 
legislature, but they failed because 
citizens here were alerted to the 
danger intime to stop it. Every friend 
of motorcycling in California can 
take pride in this significant victory 
and enthusiasts in other states can 
take encouragement from it. The 
democratic process is still the best 
way of achieving fair representation 
for minorities. 

Next we should put our energies 
to advising legislators on how to 
draw up new motorcycle safety legis- 
lation which, instead of threatening 
the sport and freedoms that we love, 
will improve safety on the highways 
and be fair to all concerned.

large displacement attempts. To- 
day's oil injection systems are eli- 
minating this problem and we may 
see unlimited two stroke displace- 
ment models on the market soon. 


QUESTION: / am preparing my motor- 

cycle for competition 
and cannot decide on what type of 
ignition set-up to use. Is total loss 
better than a magneto? Many have 
different ideas and | receive all 
types of advice, What do you recom- 
mend? J.S, — San Diego. 


ANSWER: 1 prefer magneto ignition. 

This system is lighter 
than a collection ofcoils and batter- 
ies and is easier to maintain, The 
majority of coils are not capable of 
producing adequate spark at high 
rpm, but a magneto is at its peak 
with increased speed. Some claim 
that the magneto uses up too much 
engine power. I hardly consider the 
average one sixth of one horsepower 
a great loss. 


QUESTION: / have just installed 

new alloy valve guides 
in my engine. The valves do not 
seem to seat quite right, will lapping 
them in be sufficient? L,L.-Compton. 


ANSWER: Never try to seat valves 

after installing new guides 
with the simple act of lapping. T'he 
seats and valves must be reground 
and matched. Even the slightest in- 
correct seating will not only result 
in a poor running engine, but it is 
likely that the seats will be ham- 
mered right out of the head, not to 
mention valve destruction or other 
related damage.

Ihereby express my opinion AGAINST 
the Motorcycle Bill AB 978:— 
1. HELMETS:-— I object to the coming 
mandatory wearing of helmets for motore 
cyclists since I, as a twenty year rider, 
have NEVER found that they are neces- 
sary to prevent accidents, Accidents 
are prevented by intelligent road habits. 
A helmet is a very very cumbersome 
item and makes one perspire profusely 
thus becoming uncomfortable.. causing 
head colds while riding.. causes head- 
aches due to the tight form fitting en- 
closure AND actually is a road hazard 
since it prevents one from observing the 
quick rear view of traffic necessary for 
a rider even with the rear view mirror. 
2. Requirement of Automobile license in 
order to obtain a cycle license:— I am 
against the requirement for prospective 
motorcyclists to be required to first 
have a drivers license for a car..on the 
grounds that one doesn't take swimming 
lessons in order to qualify as a tennis 
player. A cycle rider should be required 
to take a cycle test plus the usual road 
tegulations but it is ridiculous to force 
him to first take a car test. On the other 
hand, I am all for car drivers being made 
to qualify for a cycle test before allows 
ingthem to rent or drive their own cycle. 
In closing might I say, that President 
Johnson has NO RIGHT to use economic 
threats against the States if they fail to 
go along with his Orwellian suggestions. 
In this respect, something far more ime 
portant is at stake than the mere wear- 
ing of helmets.. I am speaking about our 
freedom from Big Brothefs involvement 
in our personal lives. 1 am NOT against 
the wearing of helmets. Let those who 
feel the emotional urge for such an item 
wear them if it makes them feel safer, 
BUT this should be an INDIVIDUAL 
OPTION and not something which should 
be jammed down our throats. What hap= 
pens to my head in a possible accident 
is no threat to the public..it is My head. 
It is too easy to pass legislation 
against minority groups who lack the 
necessary funds tofight back, And where 
will all this lead to..will it stop with 
the headgear law..or is it aimed at the 
final sweeping off the highways of 
motorcycles? I seriously ask you to re« 
frain from the signing of such a bill, 
which includes the aforementioned points.

ON 
BLACK BOMBER

The victory is the second in a 
row for a 450, as Dick Kilgroe and 
Art Baumann teamed last year for a 
first place in the grueling race on a 
big Honda, 

The event lasted four hours and 
30 minutes, with pit stops cutting 
the average speed to a little over 55 
miles per hour, 

Forty-seven machines, each with 
a two-man riding team, lined up for 
the Le Mans start at 1:30 p.m. A 
slight wind kept the temperatures 
down asthe flag fell and the leather- 
clad riders sprinted across the as- 
phalt to their waiting machines. 

Jimmy Deehan, in colorful red 
and white leathers and a matching 
Bell “peek-a-boo” helmet was first 
into turn two on his Kawasaki A-1, 
which was to be partnered by Art 
Baumann. 


First Blood 

But Deehan’s moment of triumph 
was short-lived, for Ron Grant was 
immediately behind the Kawasaki 
and pushing for the honor of “first 
blood” in the lap money derby. that 
would go to the number one man at 
the beginning of each lap. 

Through turn two the two riders 
blasted and when they emerged from 
turn three it was Grant in the lead. 
Immediately behind Grant’s Yamaha 
was Burchards, pushing his Honda 
hard.In fourth place, Rich Perkinson 
gunned his Triumph Bonneville 
while Steve McLaughlin on another 
Triumph was fifth. 

By lap four Grant was already be- 
ginning to lap the tailenders, but 
McLaughlin was starting to catch 
Grant. The greenclad rider got 
closer on lap five and in the clear 
on lap seven, just before Grant's 
Yamaha suddenly seized, ending his 
racing for the afternoon, 


McLaughlin Watches-Again! 

If McLaughlin was exultant, his 
exhilaration must have quickly left 
him when his engine started making 
noises and he was simultaneously 
passed by Burchards, 

McLaughlin pulled into the pits 
and discovered a condenser had vi- 
brated loose. Some frantic pit work 
fixed the trouble, but by then the 
leaders were many laps ahead. Mc 
Laughlin and his partner, John 
McGillivray did their best to make 
up the loss, and had gained back 
eight of the missing laps when their 
ill-fated twin holed à piston and re- 
tired on lap 89. They pushed across 
the finish line for 29th overall and 
5th in the open class, 

With McLaughlin and McGillivray 
out and Burchards and Judkins 
clearly in the lead, the race settled 
down to the nerve-straining vigil in 
the pits — listening to the sound of 
engines for foreign sounds which 
spell failure, clocking riders and 
sonnas lap charts. 


In England they call the Honda 450 the “Black Bomber,” and the 
title seems apt after the July 4 AFM 250-Mile Production Championship 
at Cotati. 

Never missing a beat, the black 450 of Dave Burchards and Bill 
Judkins hurled around the Cotati course like clockwork for a nearly 
start-to-finish win.

Black Byron Blows A Cog 
Byron Black, Fresno State Col- 
lege professor, was teamed with 
Eric Dahlstrom on Black’s Kawasaki 
350. Unfortunately Black and Dahl- 
strom lost a lap during an early-race 
pit stop, and although they worked 
their way into the “lead” later they 
were actually one lap behind. 
Their efforts ended late in the 
race when Black threw it away in

turn three and found when he got 
going again that he had broken some- 
thing in the transmission and could 
not change gears. 

At least two riding teams demon- 
strated exceptional resourcefulness 
in the pits. 

When Nick Theroud and Paul 
Conserriere*s machine destroyed a 
wrist-pin bearing, Jack Deyer of 
Jack's Go-Shop in Pacifica was up 
to the challenge. Deyer and his 
helpers pulled the head and barrel 
and replaced the bearing, smoothing 
the scores on the cylinder wall with 
aratetailfile and some emery cloth, 
and polishing up the piston the 
same way. 

Re-started, the machine finished 
28th overall. 

Dick Kilgroe and Phil Makanna 
had a simpler solution when their 
Honda 450 engine went — a new en- 
gine. Using rags as “potholders” 
they pulled the entire engine and 
substituted a spare, finally finish- 
ing 30th overall, 


XL Wails ‘em Down The Straight 

The most unlikely road racer on 
the track was a Harley-Davidson 
Sportster XL (yes, an XL) piloted 
by Bob Markel and Earl Atkins. The 
machine was going surprisingly fast, 
and would have finished much high- 
er than its final 15th place if it 
hadn’t been for a flat tire which cost 
it about 15 minutes in the pits. The 
big Sportster was doing 1:55 laps, 
thundering down the straights like a 
freight train and doing surprisingly 
well in the corners.
